LIGHTING DEVICES ON AUTOMOBILES. 

The law covering the use of Lighting Devices on 
Automobiles is as follows (P. L. 1916, Chap. 215, p 
433): 3 

“4. Every automobile shall carry, during the 
period from thirty minutes after sunset to thirty 
minutes before sunrise, and whenever fog renders 
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it impossible to see a long distance, at least two 
lighted lamps showing white lights visible at least 
two hundred and fifty feet in the direction toward 
which said automobile is proceeding, and shall also 
exhibit a red light visible from the rear; the rays 
of such rear lamp shall shine upon the number 
plate carried on the rear of such vehicle in such a 
manner as to render the numerals thereon visible 
for at least fifty feet in the direction from which 
the motor vehicle is proceeding. No automobile 
shall be used upon the public highways of this 
State which is equipped with a lamp which, when 
« lighted, is ‘capable of projecting direct rays at a 
. ee ‘qheater: height ‘than a parallel of four and one-

producing ‘a dazzling light or glare. In order that 
this section may be operative without hardship to 
the owners and operators of motor vehicles, the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles is hereby especially 
authorized to pass upon any lighting devices and 
upon the equipment of any car, and shal] for this 
purpose examine all lighting devices submitted to 
him; and if, in his judgment, such lighting devices, 
when properly applied to a motor vehicle licensed 
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under the authority of this ee shall conform to 
the provisions of this act, he shall issue a certificate 
to the manufacturer, owner or user of such device, 
as the case may be, that the same is in compli- 
ance with this section. Every automobile shall 
show at least one white light when standing, such 
white light to be on the side of the automobile 
nearest to the centre of the road, and shall dis- 
play at least one red light to the rear when stand- 
ine.” 

Attention is called to the provisions of the act 
requiring two lighted lamps at the front of the au- 
tomobile from thirty minutes after sunset to thirty 
minutes before sunrise,.and whenever fog renders 
it impossible to see a long distance, and ‘particu- 
larly to the provision that “the rays of such rear 
lamp shall shine upon the number plate carried on 
the rear of such vehicles in such manner as to 
render the numbers thereon visible for at least fifty 
feet in the direction from which the i aa wehicle 
is proceeding,” 


DEFINITION OF AUTOMOBILE. 


The term “Automobile,” defined by the Motor 
Vehicle Act, includes all motor vehicles, excepting 
motor cycles. 

The section relating to glaring headlights on 
automobiles has been especially framed with a view 
of making the lights uniform in character, the same 
on the country road as on the city street, A mo- 
torist is not complying with this Law if he pre- 
sumes to operate his lights from the driver’s seat, 


employing his small dimmers in the city and his 
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large lights in the country unless the lights are so 
equipped with an approved device that will elimi- 
nate the dazzle and glare if the large lights are 
being used, 


The following is a list of Anti-Glare devices that 


have been approved by the Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment of the State of New Jersey, as submitted to 
this department by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles:

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There have been a number of complaints that 
the members of the Police Department are giving 


no attention to the enforcement of the provisions 
of the Motor Vehicle Act, particularly the provisions 


as to glaring or dazzling headlights. It is pre- 
sumed that the non-enforcement arises from the 
lack of definiteness of the provisions of this section, 
making it extremely difficult to properly enforce its 
provisions. Nevertheless, its provisions should be 
enforced, and jn as intelligent a manner as possible. 


PROCEDURE FOR ENFORCEMENT AGAINST 
| GLARING LIGHTS. 


The mode of procedure for the enforcement of 
the provisions against glaring or dazzling lights is 
as follows: 

1. The intention of the act is that the lamps 
on automobiles used on thé public highways shall 
not project rays producing a. “dazzling light or 
glare,’ when such lamps are lighted, projecting di- 
rect -rays at a greater height than a parallel of four 
and one-half feet from the road. 


2. If any doubt exists in the mind of an officer, 
he shall request the driver of the automobile to give 
the name of the device used, 

3. Consult the list of devices as certified by the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles. Ascertain whether 
it is a device approved by the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles. 

4, If it is not such a device as has been certi- 


- fied by the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, and, in 


the judgment of the officer, the device used is not 
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sufficient to comply with the law, but if, in the 
opinion of the officer, it shows an honest effort to 
comply with the law, then take the registration 
number of the automobile, and ascertain the name 
and address of the owner, and also of the driver of | 
the automobile, and note the same in your memo- 
randum book and inform the owner, if present, and 
also the driver that they will be given one week to 
provide a proper device, and that thereafter arrests 
will be made for second offenses, 


5. If it is not such a device as has been certified 
by the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, and, in the 
judgment of the officer, there has not been an honest 
effort to comply with the law, then take the registra: 
tion number of the automobile if it is a New Jersey 
registration number, and ascertain the name and \ 
address of the owner -and also of the driver of the / 
automobile, and note the same in your memorandum 
book and inform the owner, if present, and also the | 
driver, that they will be summoned to appear in the 
Police Court for prosecution. If the automobile 
carries a registration number of some State, other 
than New Jersey, then arrest the driver. 


6. While the Motor Vehicle Department has 
given its approval to the “Hickmyer Deflector,” 
“Perrin-no-glare”’ and “Lennon Light Protector,” 
these devices fail to adequately eliminate the dazzle 
and glare unless the lamp is constantly in focus. 
Where an officer discovers a blinding headlight, and 
it is shown that an effort has been made to eliminate 
this blinding effect by using one of the devices men- 
tioned above, it would be well for him to point out 
to the operator of the car wherein he is wrong and 
explain to him that the device in question does not 


comply with the law unless properly applied to the 
light, which is in correct focus, 


7. <Any device, such as thickly frosted glass ex- 
tending down from the top to the centre of the glass, 
or a similar device which prevents the projection of 
direct rays producing a “dazzling light or glare” ata 
greater height than a parallel of four and one-half 
feet from the road when the automobile is standing 
level, and not on an incline, is a practical compli- 
ance with the law, although such device may not 
have been licensed by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles. 


LIGHTS ON MOTOR CYCLES. 

The law relative to Lights on Motor Cycles is as 
follows (P. L, 1914, Chap. 26, p, 41): 

“Every motor cycle shall carry, during the period 
from one hour after sunset to one hour before sun- 
rise, and whenever fog renders it impossible to see 
a long distance, at least one lighted lamp, showing a 
white light visible at least two hundred feet in the 
direction toward which the motor cycle is proceed- 
ing; and shall carry upon the rear of such motor 
cycle a light, the rays of which shall shine upon the 
number plate, which shall be affixed to the rear mud 
guard.” 


LIGHTS ON MOTOR TRICYCLES. 
The law requiring Lights on Motor Tricycles is as 
follows (P. L, 1916, Chap. 18, p. 438): 
“Any motor cycle having more than two wheels 
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with a tread of at lease twelve inches shall carry 
two white lights to the front, as provided in Section 
4 of the act to which this is a supplement.” 


This law covers motor cycles equipped with side 
cars. If equipped with one side car the motor cycle 
and the car shall each carry a white light, each 
visible at least two hundred feet in the direction to- 
ward which said motor cycle is proceeding. If 
equipped with two side cars, one on each side of 
the motor cycle, each side car shall carry two white 
lights, each visible at least two hundred feet in the 
direction toward which the motor cycle is proceed- 
ing. 


f LIGHTS ON TRAILERS. 


The law covering the Registration of Trailers and 
Lights on Trailers is as follows (P. L, 1915, Chap 96, 
p. 150): 

“The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall 
register all vehicles trailing after or propelled by 
motor vehicles. * * * The Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles shall adopt a form of registration tag 
of the same character and workmanship as the regu- 
lar tags for automobiles; such tags shall have the 
letter “T,” the number, and shall be affixed to the 
rear of the trailer if drawn, and to the front of the 
trailer if propelled, and shall be lighted in the same 
manner as tags of an automobile, If, however, the 
trailer be propelled, it shall carry two white lights 
to the front as provided for automobiles in Section 
4 of the act to which this is a supplement.”

LIGHTS ON WAGONS. 


The law requiring Lights on Wagons is as fol- 
lows (P. L. 1916, Chap, 104, p, 230): 


“Byvery vehicle drawn by horse, horses or other 
beasts shall carry, during the period from thirty. 
minutes after sunset and thirty minutes before sun- 
rise, and whenever fog renders it impossible to see a 
long distance, at least one lighted lamp, which said 
light shall be of such nature and so displayed that 
it may be seen both from a point at least two hiun- 
dred and fifty feet distant in the direction toward 
which the vehicle is proceeding, and from a point 
at least two hundred and fifty feet in the direction 


from which the vehicle is proceeding,” Penalty—.- — 


Fine not less than two and one-half dollars and not 
exceeding five dollars, or on failure to pay fine, im- 
prisonment not to exceed three days in County Jail, 


LIGHTS AND AUDIBLE SIGNALS ON BICYCLES. 


The law requiring Lights and Audible Signals on 
Bicycles is as follows (P, L, 1915, Chap, 156, p. 
289) : 


“All bicycles when in use on any street at night 
shall have a lamp of sufficient illuminating power to 
be seen two hundred feet in the direction in which 
such bicycle is approaching, such lamp to. be at- 
tached thereto and kept lighted from one-half 
hour after sunset to one-half hour before sunrise.” 


“Bicycles shall be equipped with an audible sig- 


“nal which can be heard easily at a distance of 


two hundred feet.” 
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EXCESSIVE NOISE, ANNOYING SMOKE, 
“MUFFLER CUT-OUTS.” 


The law requiring devices to prevent excessive 
noise, annoying smoke and prohibiting the use 
of “muffler cut-outs” is as follows (P. L, 1916, 
Chap. 114, p, 245): 

“Every motor vehicle shall have, and every 
driver of such motor vehicles shall use devices to 
prevent excessive noise, annoying smoke and the 
escape of gases and steam, as well as the falling 
out of embers or residue from the fuel; and all 
exhaust pipes carrying exhaust gases from the en- 
gine shall be directed parallel to the ground or 
slightly upward. Devices known as ‘Muffler cut- 
outs’ shall not be used in the State of New 
Jersey,” 

Excessive noise, annoying smoke and the use 
of “muffler cut-outs’ by motor vehicles particu- 
larly by motor cycles, are unquestionably nui- 
sances, and must not be permitted on any of the 
public highways within the city limits, 


DEFINITION OF TERM “MOTOR VEHICLES.” 


“The term ‘Motor Vehicles’ includes all ve- 
hicles, propelled otherwise than by muscular 
power, except such vehicles as run only upon rails 
or tracks.” 


INTOXICATED DRIVERS. 


“No intoxicated person shall drive a motor ve- 
hicle” (P. L. 1906, Chap, 113, p. 177). 
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“Any person or persons who shall operate an 
automobile or motor or any other vehicle over any 
public street or highway while under the influence 
of intoxicating liquors shall be adjudged to be a 
disorderly person, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by an imprisonment of not less 
than thirty days and not more than six months.” 
PB. ie. 1913, p, .108. 


DISPLAY OF MARKERS (P. L. 1915, p. 235). 


“The owner of each and every automobile 
which shall be driven upon the public highways of 
this State shall display on the front and rear of 
such vehicle, not less than fifteen inches or more 
than thirty-six inches from the ground, in a hori- 
zontal position, and in such a way as not to swing, 
an identification mark, to be furnished by the 
Motor Vehicle Department. Said _ identification 
mark shall contain the number of the registration 
certificate of said vehicle * * *.” 


“Motor cycles shall also display such identifica- 
tion marks as the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
shall prescribe. All identification marks shall be 
kept clear and distinct and free from grease, dust 
or other blurring matter, sod as to be plainly visible 
at all times during daylight and night.” 


VEHICLES PASSING STREET CARS WHILE 
DISCHARGING OR RECEIVING 
PASSENGERS. 


The law is as followes (P, L, 1915, p. 285); 
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“Bvery driver or operator of any vehicle fol-— 
lowing any street car when passing such street 
car while it is stopped to take on or discharge pas- 
sengers shall only pass such street car on the right 
and shall keep at least eight feet from the right- 
hand running board or low step of said car, and 
shall give an audible indication of approach to said 
car and shall exercise due precaution not to in- 
terfere with or injure the passengers getting on or 
off the car.” 


“If by reason of the presence of other vehicles 
at the place where such car is stopping or by 
reason of the narrowness of the street or road, or 
for any other reason, it is not possible to preserve 
such distance of eight feet, then said driver or 
operator shall bring his vehicle to a full stop until 
the car shall have taken on or discharged its pas- 
sengers and again started; provided, however, that 
nothing in this section shall apply to street cars 
operated on tracks which are laid at the side of 
any public road, highway or turnpike; and further 
provided, that when street cars are operated on 
any track at the side of any road or street, that 
every driver or operator of any vehicle moving in 
the same direction as such car shall pass same 
under the precautions as above at a radius of eight 
feet from either the right-hand or the left-hand 
running board, as the case may be, and if pro- 
ceeding in the opposite direction to such car shall 
use due care; and that further, when passing a 
standing street car to take on or let off passengers, 
the vehicle shall not be operated or driven at a 
greater speed than six miles an hour until entirely 
clear of the street car.” 
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The word “vehicle,” used in this section of the 
act, includes equestrians, led horses and everything 
on wheels or runners except street railway cars 
and baby carriages. The word ‘‘driver’ includes 
the rider or driver of a horse, bicycle or motor 
eycle, and driver or operator of a motor vehicle. 
The word “horse” includes mules and all other do- 
mestic animals used as draught animals or beasts 
of burden. 


MIRRORSCOPES OR OTHER DEVICES ON COV. 
ERED MOTOR VEHICLES. 


The law is as follows (P, L, 1915, p. 285): 

“No person shall drive a motor vehicle that is 
constructed or so covered in as to prevent the 
driver thereof from having a sufficient view of the 
traffic following, and at the sides of such vehicle, 
unless such vehicle is equipped with some device 
that will show the driver the road to the rear and 
the road to the side.” 


The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles has ruled 
that this provision covers motor vehicles with ad- 
justable tops, when the top is up. It unquestion- 
ably applies to motor vehicles with enclosed per- 
manent bodies so constructed as to prevent the 
driver thereof from having a sufficient view of the 
traffic following, and at the sides of such vehicle. 


PERSONS PROHIBITED FROM RIDING ON REAR 
END OF VEHICLES WITHOUT CONSENT. 


The law is as follows (P. L, 1915, p, 285); 
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“No person shall ride upon the rear end of any 
vehicle without the consent of the driver, and, 
when so riding, no part of the person’s body must 
protrude beyond the limits of the vehicle.” 


SPEED OF VEHICLES. 


Motor Vehicle Act (P. L, 1906, p, 177), and 
acts amendatory thereof and supplementary there- 
to. Traffic Act, P. L. 1915, p. 285: 


- Approaching schoolhouses: “No vehicle shall 
travel at a greater speed than six miles per 
hour when passing or approaching a school- 


house, providing signs, easily visible, have 


been placed on the highway indicating such 
approach.” (Chapter 156, Laws of 1915.) The 
word “vehicle,” used in this act does not in- 
clude motor vehicles. 


Driving over sidewalks: “No vehicle or horse 
shall be driven or ridden across any sidewalk 
at a greater speed than at the rate of four 
miles per hour.” (Does not include motor ve- 
hicles.) 


On straight courses where the houses are, on 
an average, of less than 100 feet apart: 
Automobiles (including all motor vehicles, motor 
cycls), not exceeding one mile in five minutes. 


Bicycles and horse-drawn vehicles, not exceed- 
ing eight miles per hour, 


Street cars, not exceeding fifteen miles per 
hour, 
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On straight courses where the houses are, on 
an average, greater than 100 feet apart: 
Automobiles (including all motor vehicles), not 
exceeding twenty-five miles per hour, 


Bicycles and horse-drawn vehicles, not exceed- 
ing twelve miles per hour, 

Street cars, not exceeding thirty miles per 
hour. 

Turning corners and at street and highway in- 
tersections: 

Automobiles (including motor vehicles), Where 
the houses are, on an average, of more than 
100 feet apart, not exceeding one mile in four 
minutes. Where less than 100 feet apart, 
not exceeding one mile in seven minutes 


' Bicycles and horse-draw vehicles, not exceed- 
ing six miles per hour where the houses are on 
an average of greater than 100 feet apart. 
Where less than 100 feet apart, not exceed- 
ing five miles per hour, 


Physicians Exceeding Speed Limit. 


“If a physician shall have his motor vehicle 
stopped for exceeding the speed limit while he is 
in the act of responding to an emergency call, the 
registration number of the vehicle and the driver’s 
license number may be inspected and noted, and 
the physician shall then be allowed to proceed in 
the vehicle to his destination, and subsequently 
such proceedings may be taken as would have 
been proper had the person violating the provisions 
as to speed not been a physician.” (Motor Vehicle 
Act.) 
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Certain Vehicles Exempt from Speed Regulation. 


“Motor vehicles belonging to the military es- 
tablishment, while in use for official purposes, in 
time of riot, insurrection or invasion, and Motor 
Vehicle Inspectors appointed under this act are 
exempt from the provisions of this act pertaining 
to speed.” (Motor Vehicle Act.) 


Certain Vehicles Exempted. 


“Automobile fire engines and such self-propell- 
ing vehicles as are used neither for the convey- 


ance of persons for hire, pleasure or business, nor 
for the transportation of freight, such as steam 
road rollers and traction engines, are excepted 
from the provisions of this act.” (Motor Vehicle 
Act.) 


ACT FOR THE PRESERVATION OF HIGHWAYS 
(P. L. 1913, p. 779). 


_ Permits; Width of Tire. 


“No traction engine, trailer, motor or other ve- 
hicle, except those exclusively running on rails or 
tracks, shall be operated upon or over a highway 
or bridge in this State, nor shall any object be 
moved over or upon a highway or bridge, upon 
wheels, rollers or otherwise, except those exclu- 
sively running on rails or tracks, in excess of a 
total weight of twenty-five thousand (25,000) 
pounds, including vehicle, object or contrivande 
and load, without first obtaining a permit, men- 
tioned in section three of this act, from the au- 
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‘thority or authorities in charge of the mainten- 
ance or care of said highway or bridge; nor shall 
any vehicle be operated or contrivance moved 
upon or over said highways or bridges which has 
any flange, ribs, clamps or other object attached 
to its wheels or made a part thereof, which will 
injure or destroy the surface of the highway or 
bridge, nor shall any such engine, vehicle, object 
or contrivance for moving heavy loads be operated 
or moved upon or over any highway or bridge 
the weight of which resting upon the surface of 
said highway or bridge exceeds eight hundred 
(800) pounds upon any inch in width of the tire, 
roller, wheel, or other object supported upon the 
surface thereof without first obtaining said per- 
mit. The owner, driver, operator or mover of any 
such engine, vehicle, object or contrivance over 
said highway or bridge shall, unless relieved from 
liability in said permit, be jesponisible for alt 
damages which said highway or bridge may sus- 
tain as a result of said action on his part, and 
the amount thereof may be recovered by the au- 
thority or authorities in charge of the mainten- — 
ance or care of the highway or bridge which is 
injured, in an action of tort.” 


Speed. 


“No steam traction engine, with or without 
trailers, and no motor truck carrying a weight in 
excess of eight thousand (8,000) pounds, including 
the vehicle, shall be operated upon any highway or 
bridge at a speed greater than twelve (12) miles 
an hour; and no vehicle carrying a weight in ex- 
‘cess of twelve thousand (12,000) pounds, including 
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the vehicle, shall be operated upon any highway 
or bridge at a’ speed greater than eight (8) miles 
an hour when such vehicle is equipped with tires 
partly or entirely made of metal, nor greater than 
-ten (10) miles an hour when the vehicle is 
equipped with tires of other material than metal.” 


Penalty. 

Penalty, prescribed by the act, fine of not less 
than $10.00 nor more than $1,000 for each and 
every offense. 


Exemption. 
“This act shall not apply to street railway cars 


operated upon tracks over such highway or bridge 
* * meee 


ENFORCEMENT OF THIS ORDER. 


Policemen will*be held accountable for the en- 
forcement of every provision of this order, and 
there is no valid reason why Patrolmen should not 
enforce the provisions of this order relative to 
Lights; Excessive Noise; Annoying Smoke; the 
use of “Muffler Cut-outs”; Intoxicated Drivers; 
Display of Markers; Vehicles Passing Street Cars 
while Discharging or Receiving Passengers; Mir- 
rorscopes or Other Devices on Covered Motor Ve- 
hicles, and Persons Prohibited from Riding on the 
Rear End of Vehicles, Without Consent, 


Remember the speed does not have to exceed 
the limit fixed by law to constitute a violation. 
The Motor Vehicle Act provides: “Nothing in this 
‘section contained shall permit any person to drive 
a motor vehicle at any speed greater than is 
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reasonable, having regard to the traffic and use of 
highways, or so as to endanger the life or limb or 
to injure the property of any. person.” The 
Traffic Act provides: ‘Nothing in this regulation, 
however, shall relieve the drivers of vehicles from 
being constantly vigilant, exercising all reasonable 
care to avoid injuring either persons or property.” 


A speed of twelve miles per hour by a motor 
vehicle in the thickly congested streets of the city 
and on streets where numerous children are play- 
ing, unquestionably endangers the life, limb or 
property of persons. 


Many members of the department enforce the 
provisions of a law, ordinance or order only while 
it remains fresh in their minds. This order must 
be enforced continually and effectively until re- 
voked. Commanding officers will be held respon- 
sible for such enforcement, and they shall prefer 
charges against any subordinate who fails in its 
enforcement. 


In enforcing this order, the members of the 
Department shall inform any person desiring a 
copy thereof that they may obtain a copy by ap- 
plying at either of the Police Station Houses, 


ARREST OR SUMMONS. 


Police officers are empowered to arrest, with- 
out warrant, offenders for any of the offenses 
enumerated in this order committed in their pres- 
ence, except a motorman having control of a street 
car. They also are empowered to arrest any mo- 
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torman who operates his car, in their presence, in 
such a manner as to endanger life or limb, or to 
injure the property of persons. They also have 
the right to arrest, upon the complaint of any 
citizen, providing the citizen accompanies the officer 
to the Station House and makes a complaint. In 
such a case, before making the arrest, they shall 
take the name and address of the citizen, 


The Motor Vehicle Act and the Traffic Act both 
provide: “A summons or warrant issued by any 
magistrate in accordance with the provisions of 
this act shall be valid throughout the State, and 
any officer who has power to serve the said sum- 
mons, or to serve said warrant and make arrests 
thereon in the county where the same shall have 
been issued, shall have like power to serve said 
summons and to serve said warrant and make 
arrest thereon in any of the several counties of the 
State. If any person shall be arrested for a viola- 
tion committed in the county other than that in 
which the arrest shall take place, the person so 
arrested may demand to be taken before a magis- 
trate of the county in which the arrest may haye 
been made for the purpose of making a cash de- 
posit or of entering into a recognizance with suffi- 
cient surety; whereupon the officer serving the said 
warrant shall take the person so apprehended be- 
fore a magistrate of the county in which the 
arrest shall have been made, who shall thereupon 
fix a day for the matter to be heard before the 
magistrate issuing the said warrant, and shal] take 
from the person apprehended a cash deposit or 
recognizance to the State of New Jersey, with suffi- 
‘cient surety or sureties for the appearance of the 
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said person at the time and place designated in 
accordance with the provisions of section twenty- 
seven of this act; the cash deposit or recognizance 
so taken shall be returned to the magistrate issu- 
ing the warrant to be retained and disposed of by 
him as by this act provided.” 


The officer witnessing the offense must use his 
judgment and discretion whether to arrest the of- 
fender or serve him with a summons directing the 
offender to appear before the Police Court, bearing 
constantly in mind that it is desirable to compel 
a compliance with the laws and ordinances with 
the least annoyance and inconvenience to all citi- 
zens. 


This order will be made up in printed form and 
one copy thereof shall be delivered to each mem- 
ber of the department. 


This order shall be handed to the officers and 
patrolmen of both precincts, on the different tours 
of duty, impressing upon their minds that if 
anyone does not fully understand its provisions, 
he shall ask the Captain or Sergeant to have it 
thoroughly explained to him.

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FACTS WHICH EVERY 
MOTORIST SHOULD 
KNOW 


. Drivers’ licenses and car registrations ex- 
‘pire on December 31st of each year. New 
number plates may be displayed on that 
» date. 

i Drivers’ licenses may be renewed upon 

presentation of the old cards, provided the 
same have been issued within three years 
from the date when such renewal is re 

_ quested. 

: Never permit any person under sixteen 
_ years of age to operate your car. 

: ‘Do not allow any one to operate your 
car unless he or she has a driver’s license 
or learner’s permit. If operator has a. 
ey rner’s permit, then it is necessary that 
he or she be accompanied by a New Jersey 

licensed operator. 

- Automobiles registered in New Jersey 
and displaying thereon New Jersey numeral 
plates may only be operated by New Jersey 
licensed drivers. Always carry the car reg- 
Astration certificate and the driver’s license 


_ Never allow the car to be operated unless 
both license plates are in place; if one or 
both are lost, duplicates should at once be 
secured at the nearest agency.

Do not make a license plate to replace a 


lost one. The use of any substitute plate me 


will get you into trouble. vA 

Do not attempt to operate your car wu 
any license plates other than the ones origi- 
nally issued for same. Transfer of regis- 
tration plates from one machine to another, 
or from one owner to another, can only be 
legalized through a registration agency. 

Lights must be lighted from one-half hour 
after sunset to one-half hour before sun- 
rise. 

The rear light must be displayed so that 
it will shine on the rear license plate, and 
that portion of the light showing in the 
rear must be red in color. 

Remember—that every motor. vehicle 
must be registered in the name of the 
owner. 

Don’t forget to “STOP—LOOK AND 
LISTEN” at Railroad Crossings. 

Always operate your car in a eareful 
manner. Reckless driving is responsible 
for a large number of accidents. See that 
you are not at fault. A child on the curb 
can start quicker than you can stop. 

The law gives to vehicles approaching 
from your right at all street intersections 
the right of way. BE SURE YOU OB- 
SERVE THIS RULE. 

Never use your muffler cut-out, as it is 
prohibited by law. 3 

Test your brakes frequently. The law re- 
quires that each motor vehicle shall be 
equipped with two brakes, each powerful in 
action and working independently. 

See that your car is equipped with an 
audible horn and a mirror. 

Any device for dimming your lights, de- 
pendent upon the will of the operator, is 
illegal. Use a device approved by the De- 
partment. 
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
